JAPANESE OUTFLANKED 


RETREATING RUSSIANS 


And Have Them Hemmed in Between 


Two Large Armies. 


It is Believed That Kuropatkin Must Now Make a 


Stand Near flukden and Fight the 


Decisive Battle of the War. 


London, May IS.— A remarkable re- 


port that General Kuropatkin and his 
army ot Rissians are hemmed in be- 
tween Lioa Yang and Mukden, is cur- 
rent this morning and in many quart- 
ers is given credence. 


Dispatches from Manchurian points 


received dm ing the past 2-1 hours have 
intimated that the wily Japanese have 
a deep laid plan on foot, by which 
they will attempt a master stroke, 
which, if successful, 
will 
impose a 


crushing 
blow on the 
Czar's land 


forces. 
What this stroke is, the re- 


port mentioned, seems to make mani- 
fest. Several dispatches this morning 
notably one from the Central News 
Home correspondent, 
indicate' that 


General Kuroki has sent a large force 
of troops to the north of Mukden, and 
that the latter place is now practical- 
ly cut off. These reports if true, mean 
but one thing, and that is, that the 
Japanese, for the time, at least, arc 
masters of the situation. K a largo 
force now lies between Mukden and 
Russia, Geccral Kuropatkin will have 
to fight a double-headed enemy, with 
a large force in front, and another 
large force in his rear. To acid to the 
importance of the movement it is stat- 
ed in some quarters that the Japanese 
forces outnumber the Russians. The 
exact number of the Japanese is not 
known, nor in fact is the strength of 
the forces known even approximately. 
"Until this is known, naturally, the wurj 
importance of the reported flanking 
movement cannot be appreciated. Sev- 
eral experts this morning exprc-ss the 
belief that the force back of Mu'caen 
numbers 50,000.

BIG THEATRES 


MUST CLOSE 


If Foolish Law as Passed, 


is Enforced. 


Mistake Made and As It Stands It is 


Illegal to Open Theaters of More 


Than 750 Capacity 


Columbus, O., May IS.—The last ieg- 


islaturo enacted a law which makes 
it an offense to run theaters or halis 
with a seating capacity of more than 
750 persons. 


In order to meet the demand for 


better protection 01 theater patron, 
which was brought to the publi's at- 
tention by the Iroquois theater lire, 
Senator Silberbery, of Cincinnati, in- 
troduced a bill iu the last legislature 
which required theateis and halls to 
provide i'rea exits, brick proscenium 
walls and asbestos curtains. The law 
was -passed after it wa amended so 
that it would affect only theaters and 
halls with a seating capacity of more 
than 750. 


It was learned Tuesday that the iav,- 


as enacted is worse than useless, and 
if it is enforced, it will close up every 
large theater and hall in the state.

ticularly distressing, 
severnl 
tjragic 


deaths having visited the male mem- 
bers of the family in recent years. 


The 
Edwards 
accident 
occurred 


about 2 o'clock. Edwards was making 
his last trip, and was riding on the 
rear end of the car. Suddenly, with- 
out a moment's warning evidently, a 
great mass of slate fell from the roof 
of the gangway, crushing the young 
miner into a bloody mass. 


The young man's father, Elmer Ed- 


wards, was killed in the same mine, 
in almost precisely the same manner, 
May 27, 18S1. 
Burt Edwards, an un- 


cle, was killed in a mine on the B. & 
O. a few years ago, and Albert's grand- 
father, Washington Edwards, 
during 


an electric storm, dropped dead in his 
own home. 


Wilson Young, who was terribly in- 


jured in- the Old Orchard mines, had 
just put on his coat to go home, when 
he observed a loose piece of slate. He 
put his hand up to feel how loose it 
was, when a large amount of slate fell. 
Young was crashed to the floor of the 
mine beneath the mass. His nose was 
broken, two or three ribs fracttired, 
his spine injured, and he was generaj-

to his spine and internal injuries are

WILL PR03A3LY RENDER STUMP 


VERDICT ON THURSDAY 


The Advocate's Account Brought Out 


Evidence Which Almost Con. 


clusively Proves Accident. 


Coroner C. F. i^egge stated to The 


Advocate Wednesday afternoon that 
lie would not be able to make his ver- 
dict in the case of Robert Stump, whw 
was killed by north 
bound B. & O. 


passenger train, No. 47, Saturday even- 
ing, at the East Main street crossing, 
public until Thursday at least. The 
coroner is still receiving evidence in 
the case. 


Since the publication of the indispu- 


table evidence in Tuesday's Advocate 
showing conclusively that Mr. Stump 
was killed by train No. 47, all the 
rumors of foul play have subsided and 
the killing of Mr. Stump is now uni- 
versally accepted as being entirely 
an accident.
